At-the annual meeting of the Hong Kong Tramways, Limited, 


held this morning in the Board room of Messrs, Jardine, Matheson 
& Co, Mr.‘A. B, Stewart, who took the chair, whilst Sounding a 
more cheerful note as to the profits and traffic on the Company's 
trams during the year, regretted to report substantial losses on the 


bus services operated both in Hong Kong and Kowloon. 

The losses were particularly disturbing on the Subsidiary Kai 
Tack routes in Kowloon, where the deficit on the year's working was 
over $47,000. The Ghairman attributed this to a greatly increased 

: price of petrol, augmented by the petrol tax, the increased seating 
accommodation tax, and the high charges on the service, due to the 


‘unfavourable rate of exchange.

As regards the operation of your 
company's. motor’ buses, however, 
the report 1 have tu make is not a 
favourable one.

-As ie well- 
known, these are run in. direct com- 
petition with our tramcirs. There 
ia.a parallel cave in the much larger

Mr. Reginald McKenna 
‘on Economic Troubles. 


Spenking at the annual meeting 
of the Midland Bank, Ltd. the 
chairman, the: Rt. Hon. R. 
M:kKenna, gave a detailed review 
of the international gold position. 
Summarising the situation in all 
its’ respects, he said:—“I, would 
ascribe the economic troubles. of 
the world to three main causes, 
all of which, unfortunately, are 
operation at. the same time.

ment to the long-term investment 
of uccumulated bank deposits, will 
naturally help to stimulate indus- 
trial activity. The United States 
and France would. seem to be 
renlising more clearly the neces- 
sity of lending abroad on a large 
and continuovs scale if  inter- 
national eauilibrium {s to be ré- 
stored and maintained. Further, 
the policy of deflation, in the 
sense of periodic reductions of 


money supplies, has probably been 


abandoned in this country: It is 
earnestly to be hoped that under 
the combine! influence of these 


‘{netors the state of. public senti- 
-ment will gradually improve. 


“Tf monetary policy can do little. 
in present’ circumstances to 
stiniulite ‘recovery ‘by positive ac- 
lion, it can at any-rate preserve

ous calling of deep water diving. 
-| The helmet is as characteristic of 
the sea as is the anchor. Working 
alone, in the most ruthiess of the 
elements, the diver Js and deserves 
to be one of the traditional figures 
of bravery, writes Robert’D. Mac- 
Millen, Merritt-Chapmah and Scott 
Corp. Homer in the Iliad sang of 
these naked heroes." Thucydides 
records how. at .the siege of 
Syracuse, divers went dotvn to clear 
away the cunningly placed « ob- 
structiona meant to var the Grecian 
ships from the harbour. Alexander 
the Great ‘employed divers at the 
siege of Tyre to destroy the sub- 
marine defences of the beleaguered 
city. : 


But it is not of the wars of by- 
gone kings nor of these “one 
breath” mermen of the past that 
one thinks to-day. It is of the 
courage, the skill, the amazing re- 
‘sourcefulness of the modern guild 
of divers, who have brought new 
developments to this trade which 
was a thousand years old when the 
Christian era came. | These men, 
cased in their precarious armour of 
canvas and rubber  and- weighted 
with ‘metal, the very breath of life 
pumped down 10 them from the free 
air above, can do with their hands 
almost any task that a: skilled me- 
chanic can do on dry land, 


The diver 5 literally the “eyes” 
of the salvage officer, though seldom 
can he see as much as a foot ahead 
in the murky waters of our har- 
bours. With cunning. hands and 
photographic ‘memory, he comes 
back from the bottom with reports 
so accurate and revealing that re- 
scue plans are , built around them 
with utmost confidence, His ‘tools 
are usually: of the simplest: ao 
chunky sledge and a substantial 
sheath knife are the principal ones; 
yet every part of that hammer and 
every part of that knife is a definite 
unit of measurement to the diver. 
as: handy to read as a fcot rule. 


| "A Versatile Craft. 


The diver, however, {8 by no 
means a mere observer. His is a 
versatile craft, utilizing ability and 
experience of many kinds, in a 
great variety of work other than 
ship salvage. Imagive the in- 
genuity required of a man who 
must go down under the black 
waters of a harbour and measure a 
jagged hole, maybe twenty. fest 
square, in tae side of a suriken 
.veasel; measure it so accurately 
that v-hen he fits his pa‘ch, again in 
the dark, the result will be entirely 
watertight! ‘These patclies may be 
of wood, constructed on the deck of 
the salvage steamer, or they may be

water cutting torch, in breaking up 
and preparing for removal of ves- 
sels which are damaged beyond re- 
covery and are a menace to naviga- 
tion, It‘is he who, under the 
salvage officer's direction, sets the 
slings around heavy submerged 
burdens so that the derricks may 
lift them with safety and precision. 

One of the raost novel and inter- 
esting of the diver’s tools is the 
under-water cutting torch,  Al- 
most everybody, passing along the 
street at some time has shielded his 
eyes from the blinding glare of the 
oxy-acetylene torch or the electric 
are in action. It is a fascinating 
and familiar sight. But, for obvi- 
ous Xeasons, almost no.one has ever 
seen the oxy-clectric . under-wnter 
cutting torch at work except the 
divers who cperate sch torches 
and a handful of others who have 
watched’ small-scale demonstrations 
in glass tanke. This in spite of 
the fact that-this torch has been 
successfully used in ,subaqueous 
operations since 1918 and has been 
an {mportant aid in  enlvaging 
literally millions of dollars’ value in 
sunken ships. 

When an under-walor cutting 
torch was first considered it ‘vas 
thought that stetylene flame, could 
be combined with an eiectric arc; 
but tests soon shower that the 
acetylene was unnecessary and 
moreover that its explosive charac- 
ter, when under any considerable 
water pressure, was an actual 
danger. The torch finally adopted 
therefore, employs a combination of 
the electric are and compressed oxy- 
gen from cylinders. ‘This is the 
chief, difference from the usual 
type-of torch ween on dry land, But 
the difference fs vital because it 
nullifiea the dangers caused by the 
high conductivity of water as a 
carrier of electric currents. The 
heat of the electric arc is so ter- 
rific that it tansforms the adjacent 
icy. water into gteam,, + constantly 
forming bubble or blanket of steam 
in which the arc functions while 
the oxygen under pressure oxidizes 
and blowa out the molten metal 
from the cut. 

The essentials of this patented 
method are simple. It utilized 
electricity from a generator and 
oxygen from ‘cylinders, .A rubber 
hose encloses an electrical condue- 
tor and also ‘carries the oxygen 
down to the diver, thus supplying 
the electrode, which has orifices 
for oxygen. The diver  es- 
tablishes the circuit By con- 
necting one lead from the genera- 
tor to the plato to be cut and,° torch 
in hand, striking his are. . 

It was the ss, St. Paul which, in 
1918, first benefited by the process 
and provided the first opportunities 
for experiment. This vesae) turn- 
ed completely over on {ta side and 
sank between two; piers In the 
North River, New York.

“the news of r the visit: to Hong 
Kong of three experts to enquire}, 
into our currency problems, as 
hopeful an augury as it may be 
for the distant future, appears to 
have had no beneficial effect on 
the exchange, which yesterday 
dropped to 10%. Any optimism 
that might have been felt in con- 
nection with the visit, which is 
long overdue, has been 
counteracted by the  atate- 
ment that no immediate 
action is to be taken. This means 
that the report of the Commis- 
sion’s findings, which may take 
some time to prepare; will first 
have to-be submitted to the Secre; 
tary for the Colonies, Lord Pass- 
field, for his consideration, and 
it is extremely unlikely that any 
recommendations which may be 
made will take effect until one or, 
even two yeara have elapsed. In 
the interim, ‘the Labour Govern- 
ment may be , replaced by another 
| Party Government, which is like- 
ly. to reverse. ia many instances 
ite: predecessor's Colonial policy, 
whether it be Liberal or ‘Tory, 
‘and, in addition, economic “and 
currency conditions in‘China may 
“have become 80 “pad in-a year’s

The 
local Currency Committee, it is 
true, did not get very far, and 
whether. Mr. Clauson and his col- 
leagues will be able to devise a 
scheme far above the mental in- 
gennity of our bankers, brokers, 
and Unofficial members is exceed- 
ingly psoblematical. Théy will, 
it is to be presumed, “explore the

The Committee was severely 
criticised for making this state- 
ment before receiving any evid- 
ence, although it had obtained the 
public’s views on the question of 
the desirability of a gold stand- 
ard. . The -Home Commission 
should have little difficulty in dis- 
posing of the ubove objection to 
stabilisation, because it is not 
sound finance and is in the inter- 
ests of a small section of the com- 
munity only. Presumably, too, 
they will not concern themselves 
overmuch with the fond belief of 
some that Hong Kong is bound 
by the laws. of Nature to follow 
the currency of. China. The Com- 
mittee’s opinion that the present

At this meeting I have alse to 
refer to the affairs of the Kai Tack 
Motor Bus Ca (1926), Ltd. As 
In the case of your motor-buses on 
this side of the harbour I have to 
report losses, We have now com- 
pleted two years’ operation of this 
subsidiary in Kow!oon and I regret 
to say that for variovs. | reasons 
which could hardly have been fore- 
seen at the time it was made,-this 
investment has not turred out as 
successfully as we hoped. 

For the year under Yeview, after 
providing for depreciation, the Kai 
Tack Company has made a lose on 
working of $47,894. . 

During the year two new. taxes 
were imposed upon us, firstly, the 
seating tax of $10 per/seat per 
annum which accounts for. $5,560 
annually and, secondly, the petrol 
tax of 15 cents per gailon which— 
on the 1930 consumption. at Kai 
Tack — represents $15,600 per 
annum 

Effect of Low Exchange. 

Serious though these items are 
to n small business the consequences 
of the drop ‘n the vale of the 
local dollar are much more serfdia. 
To take one item; tyres for the 
whole of 1929 cost less than tyres 
during the four months August— 
November 1930. 

Petrol (apart from the tax) was 
not affected in 1930 because pf our 
annual contract, At the present 
moment, however, the price we are 
paying for’ petro! (including tax) 
is 130 per cent. greater than the 
price we were paying this time last 
year. ; 3 

Although the ~ reign of petrol 
would now appear to be challenged 
by the advent of the Diesel or com- 
pression ignition engine using 
crude oil the fact remains that even 
with buses fitted with Diesel en-

BANDIT HORROR» 
RECALLED. 


Bishop ‘Versiglia’s 
Trust Estate. 


A NATIVE OF ITALY. 


The terrible bandit outrage at 
Shiu Pin, Kwangtung, on Feb- 
ruary 26 last year, when Bishop 
Versiglia was fouilly murdered, is 
recalled by the grant of letters’ 
of administration for trust funds 
in his hands to Carlo Bragn, a 
Salesian Father, of 1979, Third 
Street, Hong Kong (St. Louis In- 
dustrial School). The estate, con- 
sisting of properties of the Sale- 
sian Mission, is valued at $42,700, 

Bishop Versiglia was attached 
to the Catholic Ifission at Chiu 
Chow, Kwangtung. He was 
Titular Bishop of Cnristo, Italy, 
and Vicar Apostolic of Shiu 
Chow. He was 57 years.old when 
he met his tragic fate. A native 
of Italy, he left ,behind his 
mother, Maria Versiglia, and two 
sisters, Cesarina Faravelli, and 
Carolina Sarolli, :

(a) that’ of vatious dates in 
February-he was the person’ having 
the care ‘and management of the 
S.C.A.A. a social Club, on the 7th 
floor of China Building, which pre- 
mises were used for the ‘purpose of 
lottery . contrary to section 6 of 
Ordinance 2 of 1891, and (b) that 
‘on various dates in Fobruary he 
printed, or published, or caused to 
be printed cr published, lottery 
tickets for the _Hong Kong Derby 
contrary: to the Gambling Ordinance

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy (Public 
Prosecutor) conducted the Crown’s 


(Deputy Inspector General of 
Police), Mr. C. G. Perdue (Direc- 
tor: of Criminal Intelligence) and 
Détectlve-Inspector A. N. Reynolds 
(complainant in the summonses). 
Mr. M. K, Lo appeared for the 
defence, and emphasised the readi- 


ness of the Club to comply with the’ 


requirements of the authorities, and 
submitted tha’ failure to apply for 
formal permission in this case was 
due to’ misunderstanding.

Reasons For Increases, 

Introducing the motion, 
Colonia? ;Secretary said 
alla:— . 

The Estimates for 1931 as ap- 
proved by the Legislative Council 
showed a defivit of $2,299,000, the 
dollar throughout being calculated 
at 1/4d, The sterling commitments 
of the Government-for 1931 amount 
to £677,000, and the dollar at‘ an 
average of 1/- throughout the year 
will mean that a further $3,388,000 
must be added to the deficit—mak- 
ing a total deficit of $5, 687,000, 
The method.of paying Government 
salaries one half at 1/64, and one 
half at the current rate ‘s calculat- 
ed to reduce this figure to 
$4,200,000; and an effort is being 
made to economise still further by 
the exclusion or postponement of 
approved items of expenditure, to 
result, it is hoped, in a saving of 
a further $1,000,000. The deficit 
would thus be reduced to $3,200,000. 

Effect of Dollar Drop. 

Had the dollar remained at 1/4d. 
the estimated. deficit of $2,299,000 
would have been: ‘ reduced to 
$1,900,000 by the half and half 
method of paying salaries to which 
I have already referred, and which 
was introduced after the. approval 
of the Estimates. The added deficit 
at the average rate of $1-= =1/- over 
the deficit at $1—1/4d. is therefore 
$1,300,000; and it is thia aum that 
the Government considers it neces- 
sary to provide, with a view to re- 
storing the position that was con- 
templated when the 1931 Estimates 
were framed and approved. 

To meet this requirement, an in- 
crease in the opium prices has been 
already approved and published; 
and it is estimated that $200,000 in 
a full year and $166,000 ‘in 1981 
will be derived from this source.

sents an increase in the rate on 
beer and kindred liquors from 40

STRANDING OF. SS. 
HIGHLAND HOPE. 


Master’s Licence 
Suspended. 


LOG DESTROYED. 


London, Yesterday. 

The Court of Inquiry into the 
stranding of the liner Highland 
Hope last November, has found 
that the stranding and subse- 
quent loss were due to failure by 
the master to navigate his ship 
in a proper seamanlike manner, 
and has suspended his licence for 
six months. 

It considercd the second officer 
remiss in his duties;.and decided 
that the owners cannot'.be ab- 
solved from all blame because a 
master at such an age cannot be 
expected to stand the physical 
strain of commanding such a 
large passenger vessel. « 

Officer Reprimanded. 

The Court severely reprimand- 
ed the chief officer for concealing 
the fact that he had brought the 
deck scrap log ‘ashore; and- for 
subsequently destroying,, thelog. 

The Court commended. the 
fourth officer, Mr. Parry, for 
courage and resource in dealing 
with the situation which arose 
due to.an accident to ong of the 
lifeboats.—Reuter. 

[The 14,000-ton British motor- 
liner Highland Hope went ashore 
on November 19, and the passen- 
gers took to the-lifeboats, all be- 
ing. rescued subsequently. The 
Highland Hope struck a danger- 
ous reef in a dense-fog at four 
o’clock in the morning, off the 
coast of Portugal, and at first the 
captain refused to leave the 
bridge, hoping to save the ship, 
which, however, became a total 
loss. ‘The Highland Hope was one 
of the? latest accessions to the 
fleet of the Nelson Steam Naviga- 
tion Co., Ltd., whose “Highland” 
line comprises a number of fine 
steamers.

Special interest attaches to

the Queen’s Theatze, inasmuch 43 
it is that rarity in Hong Kong, an 
all-British talkie, And it can be 
suid at once that whilst it provides 
excellent entertainment | value, and 
provides an.interesting study of the 
variation in British and American 
talkie technique, it has 
weaknesses , Which might easily 
have been remedied with «a little 
chre on the part of the producers. 

The acting :tsclf is quite beyond 
yeproach. _Every..part in the play 
isa careful study, and it would be 
unfair to make distinctions in a cast 
of all-round merit. -In fact, the 
diction and the atmosphere of the 
film, with its glimpses >! Piccadilly, 
the British Museum, the Embank- 
ment, Lyons Corner House, and 
other familiar London scenes, go al- 
most the whole way toward its 
success. 

Unugually. skilful is the handling 
of the street “shots,” the sound 
effects being’ most realistic.

And now for the brickbats. The 
story although crude, suffices. But 
the uetion is terribly s'ow, and at 
‘times the machinery creaks  al- 
armingly. It #hould not, be neces- 
sary, for instance, for the heroine, 
having committed rather a clumsy 
murder, to devota a full five minutes 
{or so it seemed) to registering 
horror and cespair, Nor «is it 
essential that the “spicy” scene in 
the artist's studio should be 80 
unduly —_ prolonged. lts - grisly 
finish ig gufliciently obvious from 
the beginning.

The picture gets off to an indif- 
ferent start, with what «ne thought 
was an entirely superfluous scene, 
evidently ‘intended as a prologue. 
Originality in treatment is always 
laudable, but in the present instance 
it is 30 original as to rather obscure 
the sequence of events. 

Nevertheless. everybody will like 
the film.: It. is a very welcome 
change from the stereotyped trans- 
Atlantic drama. Its real weakness 
is that it was not speeded. up sufli- 
ciently—a weekness that without 
question can easily be remedied. |

“PORTO “RICO” AN IMPURE 
COMPOUND. 


Washington, Jan. 14. 
The Joint Resolution to change 
the name of the island of Forto 
Rico to “Puerto Rico” is now on tho 
Mouse calendar for action following 
a favourable report from the House 
insular affairs committee and ap- 
proval by the Senate. : 
Adoption of this resolution, 
desire? by the Legislature of Horto 
Rico, .is favoured by language ex- 
perts here who claim that the 
name “Porto Rico” is an impure 
idiomatic comoound formed through 
the word “porto,” which although 
of Latin origin, has never been 
adopte? in the language of the 
island. 


Historical Lore. 

Historical data reviewed in tho 
preamble to the resolution said that 
the original name given to the 
island and consecrated 
Orders was Isla de San juan. 
‘The first clty founded on Porto 
Rican. soil, and denominated Villa 
de Caparra, was given the name of 
Ciudad: de Puertorrico. 

Suvsequently, and by virtue of 
the transfer. of the old Ciudad de 
Puertorrico to the site now occupied 
by the capital city, the names of 
San Juan and Puertorrico- became 
the exclusive patrimony of the city 
and island respectively. 
‘ Immediately following the change 
of sovereigniy in the Island, the 
Congress of the United States, it 
i is alleged, without justifying © the 
reasons, officially gave the {stand 
the name of “Porto Rico.”—United 
Press. . .

~ MURDERERS. 


375 Victims But No 
Executions. 


The brenkdown of the capital 
punishment Inw in New York City 
is being predicted by prison officials 
as the result of the publication of 
statistics recording the significant 
fact that, although between 360 and 
375. persons have met death by 
violence in the metropolis last year, 
not one of the assailants has been 
executed. ; 

Fifteen persons have diced in tho 
electric chair at Sing Sing Prison 
since January 1, 1930, a 276 per 
cent. increase over the figure for 
1929, but all thofe electrocuted 
were convicted in cities outside New 
York. r 

41 Yenrs' Record. 

it is remarkable that for the first 
tine in the forty-one years’. history 
of electrocuticn New York so far 
| has failed to contribute to the death- 
t house toll. 

Following on the murders com- 
milted in the metropolis this yenr, 
seventy-six persons have been in- 
dicted for first’ degree murder, 
which carries the:death penalty on 
conviction, sixty-nine have been ar- 
rested, one has been convicted, and 
six are still fugitives from justice. 

Twenty-eight of the - sixty-nine 
cases in which there have been ar- 
reste. are ‘still pending. Some of 
the remainder have been accorded 
verdicts of Jese than first degree 
murder} some have been allowed to 


plead on lesser charges, and others 
have been dismissed for lack of 
evidence. There have been a num- 
ber of cases in which the charges 
have teen reduced. :

WHAT AMENDMENT MEANS, 


London, Yesterday. 

The House of Commons Stand- 
ing Committee by 37 votes to 31 
adopted the Liberal amendment 
to the Trade Disputes Bitl,. in 
which Conservatives combined 
with Liberals against the C vern- 
ment, 


The amendment will have the 
effect of making most large 
strikes illegal. It is generally 
considered. :that it will make the 
Bill worthless from the Govern- 
ment’s point of view. The Com- 
mittee adjourned to allow the 
Government to consider whether 
to drop the Bill. 


Declared Mlegal. 


By their amendment the 
Liberals succeeded in replacing 
the Government’s definition of a 
general strike (which made sym- 
pathetic strikes possible) with a 
definition declaring illegal any 
strike which exposed the com- 
munity to danger to health or 
shfety. by interfering with sup- 
plies and the distributing of: es- 
sential foods, water, fuel, medical 

‘|aervices, and other necessaries of 
life.. : 
Not to Resign. : 

There is no question of the 
Government resigning as a result 
of its defeat. Mr. MacDonald re- 
cently stated in a public speech 
that he would only resign if de- 
feated on a direct vote of censure. 
—Reuter. 

{When the debate on the second 
reading of the Trades Dispute 
and Trades Unions Amendment 
Bill was resumed in the House of 
Commons on January 28, Mr. 
Winston Churchill vigorously at 
tacked the measure. He defend- 
ed the Act of 1927 passed by the 
Conservative Government which, 
he contended, still had the .over- 
whelming approval of the mass of 
the nation.
